The sugar used for making candy
f the United States. according to

the best information that could be

obtained by the United States Food
Administration, is sufficient to meet

an the sugar requirements of Eng-
lad under the rationing standard
adopted there.
If the people of the United States

would cut out the eating of candy.
the sugar so saved would be more

than suticient to meet all the sugar
requirements of France, the Food
Administration sas.

If one-half the sugar used in the
making of candy in this country in
3t7 could have been saved, it would
have been sufficient to meet the
scgar requirements of Italy for a

year under that country's present
sugar standard.

Wenid Keep Delghum.
The money spent for candy in the

United States in the past year is
nearly double the amount of money
needed to keep Belgium supplied with
food for a year.
Of the total ugar consumption of

the UnIted States. according to the
best estimates obtainable, about one-

third goes into the manufacturing of
various foodatuffs. including confec-!
tionery. while the remainder is con-

sumed as sugar. The amount of sugar
ensloyed In the making of confee-
tkiery is variously estitnated from.
3Us.00 to Mt\") tons per year. Therei
has been compiled no absolutely ac-

curate data from which the exact'
amount may be determined. but a
sonservative estimate would place this
at somewhere about 410O.0 tons per

Text: "Curs. ye Meran said the

angel of the Lord, curs ye bitterly
the Inhabitants thereof; because they
came not to the help of the Lord, to
the help of the Lord 'against the
mighty."

They were the indignant words that
came from the stirred depths of a
woman's soul. She quoted the words
as the message which God sent
through his angel. It was not a wom-
an's curse, but a woman's declaration
of God's curse upon Hero. as a city
and upon the individual inhabitants
thereof.
The world has not suffered because

now and then a Woman has been
made the sovereign of a nation, and
the people of Israel were blessed. in-
deed, in having Deborah as sovereign.
dictator, and judge at the time of the
text. She is the womas from whose
lips the words fell. She judged Israel
many years. and furnished the cour-
age that Barak, commander-in-chief
of her armies, lacked. She conquered'
the Canaanitish foes that were gath-1
ered against her and gave her coun-
try rest and peace for furz) years.
The Cannanites, like grasshoppers

for multitude, were waging war
against the separate and now some-
what separated tribes of Israel. Jabin.
king of Canaan, was the reigning
nonarch of Caiaan, and Sisera was
*he commander-in-chief of his armies.
Deborah. the seer, soldier, poetes.,
nd Prophetess of Israel, summone.1

Uarak, the leader of her armies, to
go up to bade against the mighty
nations that had gathered against
hem. Barak was a coward. He re-
fused to go unless Deborah would ac-
company him to -camp and battle,
too. to give inspiration and enthusi-
asm to his army to make victorious
oattle against their enemies.

israel Is Degraded.
The Israelites had felt that they

could live their lives, make their na-
tion great. their tribes be independent
one of the other, and their people
valiant and patriotic, without takingGod into account. That resuk which
has always come under such condi-
tions to them-degradation in morals
and disloyalty to state and nation,
too. It was the beginning of that
period of retrogression of the Israel-
ites that ended in the terrible degra-
<dation that came when "there was no
king in Israel," no authority that
man recognized, not even the author-
ity of the Almighty, but "every man
did that which was right in his own
eyes." was guided by the dictates of
his own conscience, followed the bent
ef his own desires and passions pro-
vided he was strong enough to do so.

De-
borah is not a judge in u; tring the
words of the text. She Is not a
warrior. Site is a poetess and t
prophetess, too. The words of the
text are the dramatic climax to her
magnificent triumpl son, hardly
surpassed its any literature.
Deborah fr. nkly aRlnits for her-

self and all Israel that their trouble
hsd come because they had deser'ed
Jehovah and followed new gods. The
Israelitish army had help from every
type of manhiod. In her song De-
borah pays tribute, first of all, to
the people "who willingly offered
thmselves," the volunteer soldiers in

We have seen that baptism is es-
sential to individual salvation. But
bptism is enjoined as an Indispensa-
ble requisite to remission of sins, and
as the one and only gate of admission
to the Church of Jcsus Christ or the
Kingdom of God. Faith in God and
genuine repentance are prerequisites
to effective baptism. In all cOIsaist-
ency and justice, therefore, baptism
can be reiuired of those only who
are capable of exercising faith and
of rendering repentance.
The undeveloped mind of a babe ti

incapable of conceiving sin, of expe-
riencing faith, or of comprehending
repentance. Why then should babes
be baptized?
We search in vain for scriptura;

authority or sanction of the practis-
of infant baptism. Christ took little
children into His arms atnd blessed
them, saying to those who would
have kept the Innocents from Him
"Suffer little children, and forbid
Ihem not, to come unto me: for of
such is the kingdom of heaven."
i(Matt. 19:14.)
But He did not baptize them; and,

as an early writer has tersely re-
marked: "From the action of Christ's
blessing infants, to infer they are -to
be baptized, proves nothing so much
an that there is a want of better
argument; for the conclusion would
with more - probability be derived
thus: Christ blessed infants, and so
dismissed them, but baptized them
not; therefore infants are not to be
baptized."
What immeasurable horror attaches

to the conception that infants who
die unbaptized are numbered with
the damned! Nevertheless this fright-
ful thought has overshadowed the
minds of men for centuries, Babes
are born stoles., notwithotanding the
unuscripturai dogma that they come
into the world attainted from urig-
inal ain; they have had no chance
in the flesh to stray from the fold,
and require no ceremony of admis-
sion to the kingdom, to whIch, on
the word of the Saviour Hiumseif,
they rightfully belong. The practise
of baptizing babes was unknown in
the ancient apostolic period; and ntot
until centurIes later did the un-
dariptural custom become general.
The Prophet Mormon thus pro-,

claimed the word of the Lord, in an
epistle to his son, Moroni:
"Listen to Ihe words of Christ, your

Redeemer, your. Lord and your God.
Behold, I came into the world not to

I The system used by Unares. who
)formerly was employed in the Cuban
iPostoffice Department, was to send
forged money orders to big business
Afrms In the United States on the
pretext that he contemplated making

purchases from their establishments
and asking to have the amlanat of the
money orders placed to his credit.t He announced incidentally that be t
might draw on the firms against a I
part of the credit so established.
These forged money ordera were
usually for about $:,o each.
It was Invariably Unares' practice. .

after having the money orders placed I
to hferedit, to make draft upon the i
firms' for an amount less than thu
money order. For instance. if the
money order placed to his credit was I
for 83." he would make draft for f
$2,300 or $2,500. 1

Fifty Firas Swindled
In this manner he succeeded In

swindling 50 or more large frms. The
fraudulent operations netted him more
than $100,000.
When the fact that counterfeit

Cuban money orders were being Issued
was brought to the attention of the
Postoffice Department, Mr. Dockery
instituted Investigations and notified
postmasters not to cash orders of aI
serial number above 549.t00. Through
the inspectors' service Linares was ar-
rested in Cuba.
